The Board of Edacktion met last night, 
Mr. W . P. McIntosh in the chair, the 
President, Mr. A. £ . Pomeroy, having 
telegraphed his inability to attend, and 
Messrs. 
Cox, 
Eilis, 
Frew, 
Gosper, 
Powers, W oodbury and W haling present. 
A communication was received from 
the parents of one hundred and two 
children, residents cf that section of the 
city east of Alameda street, between 
Aliso street and Mission road, BtutiDg 
th at they were practically deprived of 
school facilities; and praying that a ta s 
early a day aa practicable a school be 
established in the center of said district, 
and in the vicinity of Date and Macy 
streets. The m atter was referred to the 
Building Committee. 
The applications of J. J. Ireland, Mrs. 
E. A. W atson, I. A. Hanchess, A. Arson 
and W. F . Eaton for appointments as 
janitors were reported to the Janitors’ 
Committee. 
A communication was received from 
A. S. Frew questioning the legality of the 
consolidation of th e school and public 
libraries and the transfer of the books 
rendered necessary by such consolida* 
tion. 
It was referred to the Library 
Committee. 
Major Frew, of the latter 
committee, asked for further time in 
which to confer with the Book Commit­ 
tee of the Public Library, -which was 
granted. 
Superintendent Friesner reported that 
during the m onth of December last 
6,692 pupils had been enrolled, of whom 
3,351 were girls aud 3¿341 boys; the 
average daily attendance was 5,566, and 
during the m onth there had been 303 of 
the papila sick. 
The Finance Committee reported that 
there was a balance of $47,739 68 on 
band in the treasury, and recommended 
the 
payment of 
twenty-eight 
bills, 
amounting in the aggregate to about 
$3,100. Adopted. 
Governor Gosper, of the Building Com­ 
mittee, recommended that a door bo cut 
through the south line of the building,be­ 
tween the offices of Superintendent Fries- 
ner and his assistant, as a matter ot con­ 
venience. 
Mr. 
Whaling 
vigorously 
objected to squandering so much money 
in fixing up the Superintendent's office 
at a time when lots of the school chil­ 
dren were actually suffering because the 
schools were 
unprotected from 
the 
stortne. He thought the board ought to 
direct its attention to the children’s pro­ 
tection before “ adornating” the Super­ 
intendent’s office. 
On motion of Mr. 
Woodbury the 
recommendation was 
adopted. 
Mr. Ellis, of the Teachers’ Committee, 
reported the resignations of Mr. S. H. 
Moore, Misses M. L. Pinkham , Allie M. 
Felker, Lucy Grant and Mary H . Ren­ 
nie, and recommended that they be ac­ 
cepted 
with regrets. The committee 
recommended the appointment of Misses 
B. Cox, O. Dav, E. B. Reynolds, L. 
Reed and Mrs. N. D. Mayhew as regular 
teachers; Mrs. A. H. Koffe, the Misses 
M. Murdoch, H. M. Mead and M. I. 
Fitzgerald as substitute teachers; and 
fnrther that the salary of Mrs. L. P. 
Wilson be raised to $80 from January 
Stb, and that of Miss O. Day be placed at 
$85. The report was adopted. 
Mr. Woodbury, of the Committee on 
Classification, recommended the follow­ 
ing appointm ents: 
Miss H. Davis, to 
be assigned to the eighth grade of the 
Spring-street school; Miss F. P. Wright, 
to the fourth and fifth grades; and Miss 
L. J. Kendall, to the seventh and eighth 
grades of the same school; Miss E. 
Griffiths, to the fifth grade, and Miss B. 
Cox, the third grade of the Hellman- 
street school; Miss Lina X. Reed, to the 
second and third grades of the Castelar- 
atreet school; Miss M. Murdoch, to the 
first grade of the Breed-street school; 
Miss O. Day, to the Railroad-atreet 
school; and Mrs. N. D. Mayhew, to the 
kindergarten school on Bonsallo street. 
The report was adopted. 
Mr. Ellis reviewed at some length the 
ideas of the board in the m atter of the 
kindergarten system, and stated that 
Mrs. Mayhew had been appointed aB 
teacher of a small school on Bonsallo 
street in the Fifth ward, in which there 
were already forty scholars, and he asked 
that until proper accommodations be 
provided for the school the Building 
Committee recommend that the room at 
present occupied by that lady be rented 
at $20 per m onth. The recommendation 
was adopted. 
Mr. Cox, of the Finance Committee, 
reported against the purchase of flags for 
each school house, on the ground that 
the condition of the finances at the dis­ 
posal of the hoard would not justify the 
same. 
Mr. W haling opposed the report, 
but was voted down. 
The City Attorney was instructed to 
bring suit for the recovery of land be­ 
longing to the Spring-street school lot. 
Mr. W haling offered the following res 
olntion for the approval of the board: 
“ Retolved, T hat it is the sense of this 
board that the Secretary furnish the 
board with a list of the echQol buildings 
insured, with the names of the com­ 
panies with whom they are insured, and 
the rates of the sam e, so th at it may de­ 
termine whether th e same is sufficient or 
not, and that such a report be made at 
least once a year.’* The resolution waB 
adopted unanimously. 
Mr. Powers then gave notice of his in­ 
tention to move am endm ents to the 
rules. 
Mr. Whaling offered another resolu­ 
tion to the effect th at the present system 
of selecting teachers was not to the best 
interests of the 8chool 
Department, 
which met with opposition on the part of 
Messrs. Ellis and Gosper, the latter as­ 
serting that there was no sense to it, as 
it was already covered entirely bv the 
present rules. There being no second to 
the resolution it passed unnoticed. 
Governor Gosper moved that the High 
8chool b u ild iD g be placed at a distance 
of fifty-five feet from its front to Castelar 
street and twenty feet from the west side 
of the lot, which was carried. 
Messrs. Cox, Frew and Gosper were 
appointed as a committee to confer with 
the Council in reference to the school 
buildings. 
On motion oi Mr, Ellis the school ic 


the old Orphans’ Home building was 
ordered moved back to Castelar street, as 
it was very unsatisfactory. 
Governor Gosper moved that the 8u- 
t l l 6 perintendent of Schools be instructed to 
confer with 
ffie member 
from the 
Third ward and the Councilman of that 
district with a view of trading the loft on 
Second etreet, near Beaudry avenue, for 
another more suitable one. 
Mr. W haling 
vigorously opposed such a proposition, 
saying that it was only two weeks since 
the lot was purchased at Superintendent 
Frieener’s suggestion, and that it was 
child’s play to keep “ swapping” lots as 
they had been doing lately. The motion 
was carried and the board adjourned. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


F le e t in g o f t h e D ir e c t o r s —R e s o l u ­ 
t i o n s P a s s e d . 
The Board of Directors of the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce held a special meeting 
yesterday afternoon. 
The Secretary an­ 
nounced the receipt of several compli­ 
mentary tickets to the Oroville Citrus 
Fair. A letter from 8. J . M athes, who 
is with the “ California on W heels,” wss 
read. Hb described the tour through 
Texas and the enthusiasm 
which it 
had aroused. 
He stated that the Los 
Angeles exhibit had attracted more at­ 
tention than any other, the Fresno 
county not excepted. 
He said th at the 
additional m aterial contributed when the 
exhibition oars were in this citv had 
greatly improved the display of Los An­ 
geles county, and it was now not sur­ 
passed by that of any other section of the 
State. 
The Secretary supplemented this letter 
with a few rem arks w ith regard to the 
criticisms which had been passed upon 
the exhibit when it was stopping in this 
city. 
He said that the exhibit had not 
been 
prepared 
to satisfy 
citizens 
of Los Angeles, who had of course 
seen 
m any 
finer and 
larger 
at 
district 
fairs, 
but for 
the people 
of the East. 
I t had to be in compact 
form and composed only ot things which 
could be shipped and which would not be 
destroyed by travel through long dis­ 
tances. The Chamber had done its best 
with tbe means which were at its dis­ 
posal, and the display, when compared 
with that of other sections, was very 
creditable. 
Judge Fitzgerald suggested that a com­ 
mittee shonid be appointed to prepare 
suitable resolutions with regard to the 
resignation of Secretary Higgins and the 
completion of his work for the Cham ber. 
On motion, a committee, consisting of 
Major Jones, J . H. Book, J. Mills Daviss 
and Judge Fitzgerald, was appointed. 
Major Jones then offered the following 
resolutions with regard to the proposed 
S^eet Wine bill: 
Wiierear, The vine and w ine Industry of 
this country Is one of great im portance and 
one which w ith the to-terlng care and just 
E 
rotectton of the Government., would again 
ecome the leading industry of th 'a State; and 
W h e r e a s , In thi« State are vast dom ains, 
em inently suited for the cultivation of the 
vine and consequently fur th e production of a 
ve*y excellent quality oí w ine; and 
WHEREAS, As at p rtseo t, the laws, we be­ 
lieve, are adm inistered so aa to discrim inate 
against the business generally, working great 
hHrdBhlp on those already engaged in the 
business, deterring others from engaging in it, 
thus com pelling large areas ol cultivable lands 
to rem ain uncultivated, aud also enoouraging 
the im portation of foreign brands, aud tbe 
adulteration and im itation of our own product; 
- id 
Whereas, There has been introduced Into 
Congress w hat is termed tb e Sweet W ine bill, 
the provisions of which w nl relieve tb e Indus­ 
try of its unnecessary burdens; and, 
W hereas, The passage of the bill w ill en­ 
courage the Investm ent of capital, w hich un­ 
der the present circum stances cannot be in­ 
duced to recognize tbe w ine Industry, and 
which would, if invested, affect our m aterial 
prosperity iu cultivating our soil, affording em ­ 
ploy m eut to labor and giving b 's ire ss to trans­ 
portation com paoies; therefore be it 
Resolved, That tbe Board of D irectors of tbe 
Los Angeles Cham ber of Commerce very re- 
spec fully but urgently request the Senat • and 
House of Repretemativt-B to act favorably on 
said measure, as one In th e interest of tbe peo­ 
ple at large. 
These resolutions were pissed by the 
Directors. 
Major ’Jones then brought up the m at­ 
ter oi the Torrea B ankrupt bill which is 
being pushed by the commercial bodies 
of the country, and he moved th at the 
Committee on Legislation look into it 
with a view to offering an endorsement 
on the part of the Cham ber. 
It was 
carried. 
The following resolution was then of­ 
fered and carried : 
Resolvedt

Mayor. 


HIS TW O

Tie W ater Franchise Referred to a 
Speeial Committee-Other 
Minor Business. 


The City Council m et yesterday, Presi­ 
dent Frankenfield in the 
chair, and 
Conocilmen 
W irsching, 
Summerland, 
Van Dnaen, McLain, Shafer, Brown and 
H am ilton present. 
The following m essage was received 
from the Mayor: 
I return herew ith w ithout my approval the 
eooompanying dem ands amounting to over 
•3,000, being claims against the city for labor 
and material furnished in rem odeling and re 
fltting the old City Hal), because of the illegtl 
manner in which th is work has been ordered 
to be done. On August 19,1889, the Board of 
Police Commissioners requested th at they be 
authorised to reflt, refurnish and rem odel said 
quarters for the convenience of the depart­ 
ment, including a Receiving Hospital and 
offices for the Police Surgeon. Instead of au­ 
thorizing this commission to per orm this 
work, your honorable body on August 19th 
returned to said board the reply that “ the mat. 
ter was ordered to be done under the supervisión 
of the Committee on Public Buildings," but it 
doea not appear th at it was done under this su­ 
pervision, On Septem ber 19th the «aid com ­ 
mission advised your honorable body that a 
general plan of rem odeling the building had 
been agreed upon, “ and we respectfully recom ­ 
end that an architect be employed to draft 
plans and specifications for said work, and 
thatfhe a«me be advertised for com petitive 
bids for the period of ten days, etc." To this 
last rsq u sst of said board your honorable body 
has not seen fie to m«ke any reply, but has 
gone on and had th is work done without any 
architect, w ithout any contract, and without 
an ordinance authorizing the same, as 
a 
aired by the charter. The ordinary pre 
ona taken in all casea In th e absenoe of a con­ 
tract seem to have been overlooked, as the 
B uilding Committee has not certified to the

The original plans

approved was reconsidered, And Major 
Bonsall said that the work had been done 
w hile he was away, but he thought as 
the Building Com m ittee bad been at­ 
tacked the matter should be referred to a 
special com m ittee.

the Mayor objected because the work was 
done without any advertisem ent or com­ 
petition. 
Mr. W irsching said that if the Coun­ 
cil had advertieed th e work could not 
have been doñeas cheap, as a contractor 
conld not have used the prisoners. 
Mr. Ham ilton said that $1,500 had 
probably been saved by doing the woik 
as it had been done. 
Major Bonsall said that he had under­ 
stood that there would be a Receiving Hos­ 
pital, but it appeared that th e work had 
been gone ahead w ith and no hospital 
had been provided. 
A R eceiving H os­ 
pital was a necessity. 
Mr. McLain said that the design had 
been drawn up by Mr. M uchmore, the 
BuildiDg Superintendent, and the work 
had been done under his supervision and 
th e Police Commission. 
President Frankenfield said that this 
w as one of those things that could not 
w ell be done by contract. 
This was one 
of the scolding m essages usually sent in 
by the Mayor. 
Mr. W ireching said that the Health 
Officer would not have a 
R eceiving 
-Hospital there and so that project was 
abandoned, 
Mr. Shafer said that the records show 
th at the nroperty was set aside for a 
R eceiving Hospital. 
There had been 
no action setting aside the m otion he 
had made to set aside the property, and 
h e did not know by what authority the 
R eceiving H ospital had been abandoned. 
T he m otion to 
refer th e demands 
back to th e Building Com mittee was 
carried. 
Mr. H am ilton m oved that the Mayor 
be requested to notify Justice Lockwood 
to file a monthly report with th e Council.

Congress Re-assembled After 
the Holiday Recess. 


SPEAKER REED’S CODE OK RULES 


Many Hew Bills 
Introduced—Cap 
tain Seam ans Gets His Cov­ 
eted A ppointm ent.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 
6 . — Although 
the House Committee on Rules did not 
hold a session during recess, Speaker 
Reed, who is official Chairm an of the 
committee, had a code of rules drafted 
for the government of the House during 
the coming session. 
H e has not yet sub* 
m itted it to the other m em bers of the 
committee, and consequently is reticent 
as to the changes proposed. It is under­ 
stood the old rules will be largely re­ 
adopted; there will be im portant changes 
proposed in those which relate to the 
mode of procedure in the House, 
clause will be inserted to enable the 
Speaker to put a stop to filibustering 
actions when their object is clearly mani­ 
fest, and a change will be made so as to 
adm it of the addition of new legislation 
to general appropriation bills. 


T Jhe S e n a te . 
W a s h i n g t o n , January 6 — The Senate 
reassembled at noon today, after the 
holiday recess, with th e Vice-President 
in the chair, and w ith less than 
quorum present. 
Chandler offered a bill proposing an 
am endm ent to the Constitution, so that 
if any State shall fail to enact or effectu­ 
ally enforce the laws against m urder or 
other felonies, Congress may provide for 
punishing these crimes 
within such 
State. 
P latt presented a copy of the consti­ 
tution adopted at Boise City for the pro­ 
posed 8tate of Idaho. 
Referred. 
Among the hills introduced and re­ 
ferred were the following: 
By Frye—To promote the ocean mail 
service between the U nited States and 
foreign ports, and promote commerce. 
Reagan—To prevent tho transportation 
of m erchandise in bond from ports of 
entry in the United States into the 
Republic of Mexico, and to restore that 
privilege wlieu the zona libra along the 
boundary between the two countries is 
abolished. 
Cullom, by request—Authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to loan money 
to farmers at two per cent. 
Plum b offered a resolution which was 
agreed to, directing the managers of 
National Soldiers’ Homes to consider and 
report upon the advisability of establish­ 
ing a hospital at H ot 8prings, Arkansas, 
to which all disabled ex-Union Boldiers 
shall be adm itted under proper recom­ 
mendations. 
^ Plum b also offered a resolution regard­ 
ing the lease of the Alaska seal fisheries, 
which waB laid on the table for further ac­ 
tion. 
It provides th at the Secretary of 
the Treasury be requested not to make a 
new lease of the islands until further ac­ 
tion by Congress, or until the latest pe­ 
riod made necessarv by the existing law, 
and that meanwhile he m ake a full re­ 
port to the Senate as to the m anner in 
which the Alaska Commercial Company 
has discharged its duties and obligations 
under the present lease, and also what 
additional legislation, if any, is neces­ 
sary in order th at the interests of the 
Government and those of the na'ives 
and citizens of Alaska may be more fully 
protected. 
Call offered a long preamble and reso­ 
lution setting forth th at the German 
Government is interested in assisting 
Spain to perpetuate her sovereignty in 
Cuba, protesting against any such com­ 
bination, and requesting the President to 
furnish the Senate such information as 
may be in the possession of the State 
Department in regard to the m atter. 
Referred. 
Dawson offered a resolution, which 
was agreed to, calling on the Postmaster- 
General for 
information as to 
the 
progress made by tho PoBtoffice Depart­ 
m ent in connection with telegraph com­ 
panies, and as to the probable cost of the 
erection by the Government of an in­ 
dependent telegraph line between the 
cities of St. Lonis, Chicago, Philadelphia 
and New York. 
The Senate then took up the bill to 
amend tho Census act by increasing the 
pay of the supervisors from $500 to 
$1,000, and Stewart proceeded to make a 
speech on the silver question, after 
which the bill was passed. 
The bill to increase to $72 per month 
the pensions of certain soldiers and 
sailors totally helpless from Injuries re­ 
ceived, or from diseases contracted while 
in the service of the U nited States, was 
passed. 
Adjourned.

virtually excludes Mormons from citizen­ 
ship by’reason of its oath provision. In 
view of the fact that a case is pending in 
the Supreme Court, an early decision of 
which is expected, involving the consti­ 
tutionality of this provision, the com­ 
mittee decided to grant the request for 
postponement. 
Consideration of the bill 
for the admission of Wyoming has also 
b3en postponed.

This 
provides for the office in connection with 
the House, with clerks whose duty it 
shall be to attend to the Departmental 
business of members. 
By Cutcheon, of Michigan—To encour 
age re-enlistment in the army and pre­ 
vent desertions; also, for the reorgani 
zation of the artillery force; also, to in­ 
crease the efficiency of the Signal C orps; 
also, to extend th e general land laws 
over the Territory of Alaska. 
By Bland, of Missouri—Looking to the 
imposition of an income tax for the pa; 
m eet of pensions; also, for tbe free 
coinage of silver; also, limiting the 
coinage of the double eagle. 
By Smith, of Arizona—For the admis­ 
sion of Arizona; also, for the reclamation 
of desert lands. 
The following appointm ents were an 
nounced by the Speaker: Butterworth, 
Lodge and W heeler, Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institution; Hill and Hemp 
hill, members of the Board of Directors 
of the Columbia Institute for the Deaf 
and Dumb.

A M o r m o n R e q u e s t « ¿ r a n t e d 
W ashington, January 6.—A represen­ 
tative of the Mormons of Idaho appeared 
before the Senate Committee on Terri- 


H earlng B efore th e T a r iff Com­ 
m ittee on Tlieae Industrie*. 
W a s h i n g t o n , January 6 — The first 
gentleman to appear before the Ways 
and Means Committee this morning was 
F. W. Cheney, President of the Silk As­ 
sociation of America. 
He said the Sen­ 
ate bill was acceptable to him. 
Britton 
Richards, Secretary of the same associa 
ti¿n, advocated the imposition of a com­ 
pound duty on silk. 
He snid about half 
the silk consumed in this country was of 
American manufacture. 
The great ob­ 
stacle which the American manufacturer 
had to contend against was under-val ua- 
tion. 
He did not think that any duty 
would be laid on raw silk high enough to 
protect tho silk-growers of this country 
without crippling silk manufacture. 
Philip Walker, chief cf the silk bureau 
of the Department of Agricultnre, sub­ 
m itted specimens of cocoons and silk 
produced from them, raised 
in the 
U nited States. 
He dwelt upon the im­ 
portance of building up the eilk industry 
in the United States. The Department 
of Agriculture had purchased a good 
m any cocoons from the Landed Silk 
Culture Society, which had collected 
them in California. 
Joseph Newman, of San Francisco, fa 
vored the imposition of a duty on raw 
silk.# 
John Dymond, President of the Sugar 
Planters’ Association, read a memorial, 
asking for protection sufficient to enable 
the United States to produce its own 
sugar. Dymond said free sugar from 
the Sandwich islands did not affect the 
price of sugar in this country, and was 
not, therefore, a detrim ent to the sugar 
industry of the United Stales. 
Ex-Governor W armouth, of Louisiana, 
spoke at some length. He said during the 
political campaign in his 8tate, he had 
been met at various points by Repre­ 
sentative so and so, from Pennsylvania 
and Ohio and Michigan, in favor of a re­ 
duction of 50 per cent, on the tariff on 
sugar. 
In face of these speeches he had 
not been as successful as he would wish, 
in converting his Democratic friends. 
W armouth thought the effect of a bounty 
after a year’s experiment would be the 
destruction of the sugar industry. 
“ If 
you want friends in Louisiana.’’ said he, 
you must not touch the sugar tariff. 
We cannot stand a reduction of half a 
cent a pound. It would be ruinous to 
the industry, and without sugar the 
City of New Orleans would be depopu­ 
lated.” If the committee could guarantee 
to the planters that a succeeding Con­ 
gress would not disturb it, he would be 
glad to accept a bounty of two cents a 
pound on the sugar he raised. 
He 
wanted, however, to stand on the same 
ground as other protected industries. 
Governor 
Gear 
rem arked: 
“ You 
don’t stand on the same ground with 
them ; you don’t produce anything like 
enough to supply the demands of the 
country.” 
W armouth replied: 
“ We bid fair to, 
we are given the encouragement ex­ 
tended to other industries. 
W hat we 
want is to be let alone.” 
Representative Peters, of Kansas, s id 
he was interested in silk, sugar and salt. 
He asked protection for his silk-raising 
constituents by a suitable duty on raw 
silk. 
He cited statistics showing the 
Kansas sugar product from sorghum 
cane, and how it was increasing under 
the protective tariff. 
Mr. Peters doesn’t think much of a 
bounty. 
He says it is a departure from 
the tariff policy with which the people 
are fam iliar; its imposition would invite 
the constant agitation of the question, to 
the detrim ent of the industry. Kansas 
needs additional capital to put up sor­ 
ghum sugar mills, but that capital can­ 
not be obtained under a bounty. 
Wit­ 
ness, however, argued strongly in favor 
of the retention of the duty, and turning 
his remarks into a political vein, said 
there was a feeling of unrest among tbe 
farmers of his State, which if not allayed 
might result in making Kansas, with its 
82,000 Republican majority, a Demo 
cratic State. 
H enry I. Oxnart, of Grand Island, Ne- 
breska, m ade an argument in favor of 
protection to the beet-sugar industry, 
predicting that with the retention of the 
present duty, the root would within 
twenty years outstrip sugar-cane and 
sorghum in the production of sugar. 
The reduction oi the duty would kill the 
industry. 
Prof. Wiley, of the Agricultural De­ 
partm ent, did not anticipate very high 
results from Kansas sorghum, as a 10 
per cent article like sorghum could not 
compete with a 14 per cent article like 
the beet. 
Sorghum, however, made ex 
cellent alcohol, and he thought Kansas 
stood in its own light in preventing the 
people from making alcohol. 
In secret session, Chairman KcKinley 
was instructed to report tomorrow his 
Administrative bill.

A W o r d o f F r i e n d l y A d v i c e t o O u r 
R a i l r o a d s . 
W hen the round-trip ticket to all 
points on the Missouri river was placed 
* t $00, the travel to California became 
greater than ever it had been before or 
■ince. 
All parts of the State had the 
benefit of this travel, and Southern Cali 
fornia took a jump forward which m a­ 
terially added to her population and 
prosperity. The railroad companies, we 
w ere told at the time, found that the re­ 
duced rates with increased traffic paid 
m uch better than high rates with paucity 
of business. They not only gave the 
itinerant public the benefit of the reduc 
tion, but they were liberal to excursion 
agents, immigration agents and all sorts 
of agencies for steering the tourist, the 
home-seeker and pleasure hunter to this 
coast. To an ordinary business compre­ 
hension the success of the reduction in 
increasing the traffic twenty-fold proved 
th e wisdom of the new policy. It made 
th e roads pay, increased the population 
of the coast, piaced its exhaustless re­ 
sources upon the plane of greater devel­ 
opm ent, infused new life and activity 
into commerce and production, increased 
real values, and was generally produc­ 
tive of benefit to all classes and all in­ 
terests. 
But in an evil hoar 
for all par 
ties, the railroad anthorities returned 
. to their former fallacious policy. They 
•aid that i/ the public will stand $G0 for 
a ticket, they will not “ kick” at a trifling 
raise, and put up the price to $80. 
But 
the public has not responded. 
The $20 
raise was considered by them as an item 
of interest, 
and they fell off very 
m arkedly in their patronage. 
W hilst the linee to California adopted 
this new and injurious policy, the rail­ 
roads of the E a B t did not fail to take ad­ 
vantage of it. U nder the low rate of 
fare, the tonrists and pleasure-seekere 
who had before m ade Florida their win­ 
ter 
Mecca, 
turned 
their 
backs 
upon the Everglades, 
and swarmed 
to Southern California. 
But as soon as 
the rate of fare was raised to California, 
the Eastern roads at once took advan­ 
tage of the situation, and made a very 
m aterial reduction in the round-trip r a te 
to Florida. By this means Ihey won 
back the winter pleasure-seekers, who 
had fonnd in California a better climate 
and more attractive scenery, to the lately 
abandoned hostelries of the State where 
swamps abonnd and the alligator is 
abroad in the land. 
We would like to put a plain fact be­ 
fore the understanding of the railroad 
people who are interested in increasing 
the business 
of 
their roads to this 
State, and ask them if they have not 
tried the high-rate plan long enough now 
to show them th at it don’t pay nearly as 
well as the low rate. 
It is not alone in 
the am ount of falling off in itinerant traf­ 
fic th at the railroads are injured, but 
they are weakening the capacity of the 
State to give them as am ple profits as 
they could secure by the prosperity that 
attends every community that is rapidly 
adding to its population and thus increas­ 
ing its wealth. 
W ith cheap overland fares California 
will settle up rapidly; but if the fare ia 
kept at its present high figure the pro­ 
cess will be slow. Under the former 
policy we will add to our population in 
two years what it would take six years to 
eecure witu high rates. 
We believe that the overland com­ 
panies would consult their own best in­ 
terests by returning to the low rate. We 
know they would greatly benefit the 
8tate by doing so. This is a good time, 
»t the beginning of the year, for them to 
reconsider their passenger tariff, and re 
store the rates to the figure th at proved 
so talism anic five years ago in producing 
an era of unexam pled prosperity.

The charter is singularly deficient 
in providing penalties for the infraction 
of its provisions. Doubtless, however 
the law itself, if invoked, contains in its 
range, common law or equitable, some 
protection to the hard-bested taxpayer. 
If it does not, it ought to contain it. For 
every dollar out of which the City 
Treasury has been defrauded by thie 
peculiar policy, the Councilmen indi­ 
vidually and collectively ought to be 
responsible. 


I t w o u l d not be safe for any fair- 
m inded person to allow the fact that Mr. 
Parnell has been m ade co-reepondent in 
the suit for divorce, instituted by Captain 
O'Shea, to raise any serious prejudice 
against the great cham pion of Irish 
home-rale. There are many suspicious 
circumstances connected with the asso­ 
ciation of the nam e of Mr. Parnell with 
a scandal of this prom inent character at 
this particular time. 
The case of Parnell 
against the Time» is at that peculiar 
stage where the commission is making 
up its final report to be submitted to 
Parliam ent. 
Although Captain O'Shea’s 
alleged domestic grievance dates back as 
far as 1886, it is somewhat singular 
that he should have waited to this par 
ticular time to ventilate it before the 
courts.

First—The

K qox has prepared a bill which will be 
introduced in Congress soon, the princi­ 
pal object of which is to provide for the 
use of silver bullion as a basis for na­ 
tional bank circulation. The bill pro­ 
vides that after the passage of the act 
every national bank shall be authorized 
to issue circulating notes in an am ount 
not exceeding 75 psr cent. This circula­ 
tion shall be secured by United States 
bonds, or at the option of each bank one- 
half of said 75 per cent, may be secured 
by a deposit with the Treasurer, under 
regulations to be prescribed by the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, of gold coin or 
bhllion or silver bullion at the current 
m arket price. W henever the markqt or 
cash value of bullion and United States 
bonds deposited is reduced below the 
amount of circulation issued, the Comp­ 
troller of Currency may demand and re­ 
ceive the am ount of such depreciation 
in other bullion, or in gold and silver 
coin, to be deposited with the Treasurer 
as long as such depreciation shall con­ 
tinue. Or the amount of circulating 
no!ei of such bank may be reduced by 
charging the excess of circulation to the 
redemption fund. 
An account to be 
designated “The National Bank Safety 
Fund,” is authorized to be opened on 
the Treasurer’s books by reducing the 
am ount of United States notes now out­ 
standing $1,500,000, and by reducing the 
national bank redemption fund the same 
amount, and crediting three million dol­ 
lars to the safety fund.. To said fund 
shall be added a duty of one-half of oae 
per cent, each half year, upon the aver­ 
age am ount of national bank notes in 
circulation. 
If any national bank 
becomes in­ 
solvent, and any of the circulating notes 
remain unpaid after the assets and indi­ 
vidual liability of the shareholders are ex­ 
hausted, such circulating notes shall be 
redeemed, cancelled and destroyed and 
the am ount charged to .the safety fund. 
Mr. Knox, in explaining the provisions 
of the bill, said it is estim ated that lost 
and unredeemed national bank notes 
am ount to at leaet one per cent, during 
every twenty years; but only one-half the 
am ount estim ated to be lost is to be 
placed to the credit of the safety fund to 
cover the thirty per cent, of the circula­ 
tion not secured by bonds or bullion. It 
is not necessary, however, that this ap­ 
propriation should be used for the safety 
fund if serious objections are made, as 
the tax on the circulation, which amount­ 
ed in 1889 to $1,410,331, is abuudant for 
creating and m aintaining a sufficient fund 
for the absolute redemption of thirty per 
cent, of all the issues of all the national 
banks. 
The 
Comptroller’s 
report for 1889 
shows that during the last twenty-five 
years the total circulation of insolvent 
bank notes, each year, on an average, 
was $600,000. 30 per cent, of which 
would be $180,000. The tax on the cir­ 
culation last year was nearly eight times 
the am ount of the safety fnnd required. 
If the circulation is increased, tne tax 
will be correspjndingly increased, so 
that the amount to ba added annually to 
the safety fund from it is, without doubt, 
abundantly sufficient to provide for 30 
per cent, of all the insolvent bank i of the 
country. 
The profit on the circulation under this 
proposition would not be large,but would 
be sufficient to induce many, if not all, 
the smaller national bauks to deposit 
silver bullion and take out circulation. 
Mr. Knox estim ates that at the end 
of the next twenty years, or at the date 
of paym ent of the four per cent bonds in 
1902, a safety fund would have accumu­ 
lated of at leaBt $25,000.000, so that from 
that time onward a sufficient amount of 
n itional bank circulation would remaiu 
permanently in existence, well secured 
by gold and silver bullion, and suffi­ 
ciently profitablp, to make the present 
amount of United States notes to respond 
to the demand of the business of the 
country. I t would also give banks in 
the West as well as East, who have con­ 
fidence in the future value of silver, an 
opportunity to invest in that metal, and 
he believes such investments would be 
made for the next three years equal at 
lr-ast to $20,000,000 annually, and thus 
relieve the Treasury from excessive pur­ 
chases.
